sition I fllfi Ous'4 gtlie'day of the ecgrago- 
ment, I iKwessarlly saw considerablo 
of it The liacidcnts'-of that day com- 
menced «f>3iit 8:80, or flve minutes be- 
fore, ivkMs tha 3r$tca.U to rinarters had 
been sounded. Then the Spanish ships 
were seen cemmg out of the harbor, 
were seea. in fact, by practically the 
whole crew at the eame time. The 
signal had VJSPQ Bounded to general 
quarters anrl by this time steam was 
coming up, all the boilers and blowers 
Were going full lit, and a few minutes 
Ttfterward Captain Clark came up. We 
turned the shUo, going slowly at first, 
,tbe speed increasing all tlie time. Turn- 
ed ship with starboard helm and 
started in toward the enemy. 


"They came out at full speed, ap- 


iP»rently much faster than we were 
taaking at this time.

"TREASONABLE" PAPERS 


Caused Fiske Warren Some Trouble 


Upon Arrival In the Philippines 
Manila, Oct. 19.—Fiske Warren of 


Boston, tlie first man to take the oath 
of allegiance required under the recent 
act of the Philippine commission of all 
suspects atampting to land, has been 
closely identified with Sixto Lopez. 
Many treasonable and 
inflammatory 


proclamations were found in his bag- 
gage: Regarding these, he said he had 
only one copy of each, having retained 
these as souvenirs. It was known also 
that he was intimate with the members 
of the junta in Hong Kong. He at 
first objected to taking the oath, sayin? 
that he was a loyal citizen;-but he sign- 
ed it when notified that on no other con- 
dition would he be allowed to land, 
gome of his fellow passengers told Civil 
"Governor Taft that AVarren and Lopez 
shook hands and retired for consulta- 
tion upon hearing of President McKin- 
ley's assassination. Governor Taft con- 
siders the action of the commission in re- 
quiring all suspects to swear allegiance 
perfectly justifiable. 


Boston, Oct. 19.—Fiske Warren was 


one of the executive committee of the 
New England Anti-Imperialist league 
up to a short time before his sailing for 
the Philippines, in midsummer. It was 
through Mr. Warren- that Senor Lopez 
was introduced at numerous assemblies 
in and near the city, and Mr. Warren 
was regarded as exerting a kind of ad- 
visory power over his goings and com- 
ings for some time. 


When they made their arrangements 


to go to the Philippines together, the an-

What Is Believed ** Be an Accurate 


Estimate Places. the Bank's Loss 
at About 990,000— Detectives Pot 


, to Work on the Case 


Lowell, Mass., Oct. 19.— Albert G. 


Smith, teller, and Lewis K. Swift, book- 
keeper of the Merchants' National bank, 
have been missing since Thursday 
night, and their absence has led to an 
examination of their accounts. 


The directors of the bank held ameet- 


rtag that lasted until 12 o'clock last night, 
'and as a result made a statement to the 
effect that the bank's interests are not 
affected. 


The statement follows: "The bank is 


absolutely sound. The first knowledge 
that we had any trouble was in the fail- 
ure of the men to appear at the bank this 
morning at the usual time. That fact 
'alone in a bank would call for an inves- 
tigation. We don't know what the ex- 
aminaation has revealed. It has not 
been completed as yet, and will not be 
until tomorrow. A final statement will 
t»e made at that time." 


The teller and bookkeeper were In 


Lowell Thursday night. They left their 
respective homes early in the evening, 
and, so far as is known, said nothing 
to their people as to their intentions of 
leaving the city. 


The missing men have held positions in 


the Merchants' National bank for a 
number of years, and have been boon 
companions. They are among the best 
known of Lowell's young men, and so- 
cially, occupy excellent positions. The 
effect of their absence from the city 
did not become generally known until 
long after the bank had been closed yes- 
terday. Tbe directors are prepared for 
a brisk demand for money and Presi- 
dent Pollard is authority for the state- 
ment that the bank will be able to pay 
out $100,000, or more, if it becomes nec- 
essary. 


The disappearance of the two men is 


the one topic of conversion in Lowell. 
While the reports have the loss of the 
bank at from $40,000 to $250,000, the be- 
lief is that the most accurate estimate 
is $90,000. Experts have been working 
on the books all day and night, and will 
'continue to do so until the last account 
•has been examined. Speculation 
is 


'given as the source of the alleged de- 
falcation. PInfeertou detectives have 
been placed in charge of the case. 


Smith has been teller of the Merchants' 


National bank since 1891, he having 
entered the bank two years prior to 
|that in the capacity of a bookkeeper. 
He is 35 years old. Swift has been a 
bookkeeper in the bank for a number of 
years. 


The capital of the bank is $400,000. 


.The last statement of the bank's re- 
sources, which was issued on Sept. 30, 
1901, shows a total of $1,559,197.31, and 
a to.talcash supply in hand of $69,713.65 


It is said, but confirmation is lacking, 


that word has been sent to the bank 
directors by Smith and Swift that they 
will return if assured protection. The 
only explanation of this advanced was 
that both men might have had a short- 
age in their accounts, and being in dan- 
ger of discovery, seized a sum at hand 
and are now in a position to suggest 
terms. On this report an effort was 
made to secure statements from the 
bank officers, bat there was a refusal to 
talk.

In Mary 
land the Democrats have raised the cry 
that "white supremacy" is 'in dangef 
and "Anglo-Saxon civilization" is in 
peril because of the 20 or '25 per cont of 
the inhabitants of the state who are of 
African descent. This cry increases In 
intensity since it 3aily becomes more 
apparent that the Gorman >allot net, 
passed last spring, is destined to fail of 
Its object of scaring illiterates into re- 
maining illftemtes.

The Iowa campaign, which is sure to 


end in a Republican success, is peculiar 
in that it is being fought out on national 
Issues. The Iowa Democrats still re- 
gard Mr. Bryan as a "peerless leader," 
and they stand by the Kansas City plat- 
form. The Republicans not inly an- 
tagonize the Democrats on this issue, 
but they incjline to reciprocity and are 
using President McKinley's Buffalo 
speech as the leading document of their 
campign literature. ~- 


The New Jersey campaign appears to 


be entering into an atmosphere of doubt. 
At the outset the Republicans seemed 
confident of electing their candidate for 
governor, Franklin Murphy, with only 
pro forma opposition,- but of late they are 
realizing that James M. Seymonr, the 
Democratic candidate, is a politician of 
remarkable resources and an opponent 
whom they cannot afford to neglect. 
The New Jersey 
Republicans are 


now beginning to hustle, to offset the 
still hunt of their opponents, and ad- 
jurations to be up and doing abound in 
the Republican papers of the state. 
There must be local causes for this Re- 
publican uneasiness, not to be made 
out clearly at this distance, for New 
Jersey, last year, gave President Mc- 
Klnley almost 57,000 plurality. 


The Democratic campaign in Ohio 


appears to have been overcome by a 
lethargy. 


In New York only a few judicial can- 


didates and an assembly are to be 
elected, and the popular Interest in the 
campaign to languid, «o judge from ap- 
pearances. 


Pennsylvania chooses a state treas- 


urer and a suureme court judge, and 
Quayism and the.rerolt against it may 
be reflected In the voting. 


The Virginia Republicans, taking ad- 


vantage of the dissentions in the De- 
mocracy due to the constitutional 
amendment question, are showing a 
good deal of activity, but the chances 
favor the election of Montague, the 
Democratic candidate for governor.

The denunciations which 


were poured on President Roosevelt 
for dining with Booker T. Washing- 
ton by the press of the South are start- 
ling, when it is considered that these 
same papers have been warm in their 
support of him. The Scimitar of Mem- 
phis, T«nn., published the following in 
an editorial Thursday: 


"The most damnable outrage which 


has ever been perpetrated by any citi- 
zen of the United States, was com- 
mitted yesterday by the president, 
when he invited a nigger to dine with 
him at the White House. It would not 
be worth more than a passing notice 
if Theodore Roosevelt had sat down to 
dinner in his own home with a Pull- 
man Palace car porter, but Roosevelt the 
individual, and Roosevelt the President 
are not to be viewed, in the same light. 
The president has rudely shattered 
any expectations that may have arisen 
from his announced intention to make 
the republican party in the South re- 
spectable. He has closed the door to 
any accessions of Southern white men 
to the republican ranks. They can no 
more ignore the instinct of race than 
can the bitterest democratic bourbon."

"Uncle Terry" atsthe Empire Mon- 


day night brings out James R. Waite 
as something more than a popular 
price manager, in a piece which is well 
suited to his tastes. It is a drama- 
tization of Charles Clark Munn's nov- 
el of the same name,1 which has for 
its sub-title, 
"A story of the Maine 


coast." It will therefore be of interest 
to review briefly the book itself from 
which the play is made. It was pub- 
lished this year by Lee & Shepard 
of Boston, and while not achieving the 
wide circulation nowadays "attributed 
to a "popular novel,'' it is worthy of 
the reading of all those who enjoy the 
sympathetic picturing of New England 
scenes and charcters. The book takes 
its name from an 
old 
light-house 


keeper at Southport, Maine, to whom 
comes a little gorl, whose parents, with 
certain death before them on a ship 
sinking off the reef which the light- 
house guards, wrapped her in a feath- 
er bed and sent her out on the wat- 
ers. ' The waves bring her to shore 
and she is adopted by Uncle Terry and 
his wife. They find in her clothing 
her name, and a few trinkets which 
would establish1 her 
identity. 
Her 


name with them is Telly. Up in Ver- 
mont at the same time Albert Page 
and his sister Alice are growing up, 
while in Boston Frank Nason, the son 
of a wealthy merchant, is ready to 
step into the story. The love stories 
whereby Frank Nason a-nd Alice Paj*e,i 
and Albert Page and Telly come into 
each other's lives, is very prettily 
told. Albert Page as a young lawyer 
is able to locate for Telly a fortune 
left 
her in Sweden, and two mar- 


riages end the book. 
The character 


of Uncle Terry is a trifle limited in 
the book consisting motsly of afew'oft. 
repeated remarks not a'l of which are 
original, the story's chief interest be- 
ing in the four younger characters, 
some of the minor village characters 
portrayed, and the descriptions of the 
scenes of the story. In the play there 
are three scenes, with a prologue, this 
telling-, 
without the speaking of a 


word 
the story, 
of Telly's casting 


ashore. The three acts are located in 
Southport and in Boston. Mr. Waite 
in his interpretation -of the character 
of Uncle 
Terry has had It amplified 


for the play, and some 
comedy 
in 


which the book is a little lacking is 
introduced. 


"The penitent" is another dramati- 


zation, 
Hall 
Caine's 
book of that 


name being its basis. It was present- 
ed'at the Park theater in Boston for 
some weeks earlier in the season, and 
was 
well 
received. 
Naturally 


it 
is 
frequently 
compared 


with "The Chr.stian" having the same 
sharply drawi delineation 'of charac- 
ters that all cf Hall Caine's writings 
give. 
The production is under the 


management of W. E. Nankeville, and 
the company is headede by Edgar L,. 
Davenport who takes the double part 
of the two brothers, one gentle and re- 
fined, the other rough-land unc'outh. He 
is assisted by a company ^>f about 20 
people 
which includes in the leading 


parts Myles McCarthy, who does the 
villiany, 
Louis Leon Hall, 
David 


Hanchett, Albert Perry, E. L. Walton, 
Minnie Bowen and Bessie Marlowe. 


It was considered something of an 


experiment when Liebler & Co. decided 
to take the well known "Monte Cristo" 
which 
for years James O'Neill had 


been playing through the country, and 
make of it the greatest scenic produc- 
tion which the firm had ever attempt- 
ed. 
James 
A. 
Brady 
did 
the 


same thing with "Uncle -Tom'S cab- 
in" at ab'out the same time", and the 
result* was the same in 
each case. 


The familiar plays were r.eclothed to 
such an extent that they became new 
plays, and those who had seen them 
before 
hastened to see them anew. 


"Monte Cristo" 
was the Ideal piece 


for 
such treatment and the record 


it has made since Liebler & Co. look 
hold of it only adds, to the certainty 
which that firm's reputation in this 
city for elaborate stage settings and 
equipments 
would 
have Indicated. 


This will be the piece's greatest inter- 
est at the present time. The ball room 
and 
conservatory 
of the hotel de 


Morcerf which opens th'e production 
Ts a massively built scene, with a per- 
fection 
of harmony rarely equalled 


on the stage. But the greatest tri- 
umph acordlng to the play's reception 
in New York, was In the storm scene 
In 
the second act. The act opens 


showing Edmond Dantes and his fel-

convict 
in their cell? In the 


chateau d'lf, while the storm gathers 
and rages over the sea outside. Then 
Dantes gains the secert of the wealth 
of Monte Cristo, 
and is thrown Into 


the sea In a sack. A dark change is

on the stage, 
and the lone 


swimmer Is seen beating against the 
tumult of the waves, making for the 
rock, which seems his only salvation, 
when the pirate craft beating against ( 
the storm rescues him. A»9ther tf the 


aoenei which have caused much fav- 
orable comment is that of the forest 
ot Fontainbleu. 
The production ran 


last 
year 
for three months in New 


York, eight weeks in Boston and six 
weeks 
in Chicago. Its 
production 


here 
will show the resources of the 


sta;je of the Richmond theater as few 
productions have done, none but the 
largest stages being able to give an 
adequate presentation of it 
All the 


stage work is done by tbe company's 
own men. Mr. O'Neill is supported by 
a company which Includes Frederic 
DeBelleville, E. H. Salter, W. J. Dix- 
on, Joseph Cusack, Claude Gilbert, Jo- 
seph Slaytor, Eugenie Thais Lawton, 
Kate Fletcher, Virginia Keating, War- 
ren Conlon, and 50 others.

Octave Uzanne Predicts Reform j 


ID Feminine Costumes. 


THE VIEWS OF A PABIS OEITIO. 


Short Skirts, It Is Declared, Will 


RfcorUr »e tba Vo*ne—Corsets to 
Be Abandoned mad the Wearing at 
Velli Prohibited by Health Depart- 
Best. 


According to Octave Uzanne, the well 


known critic of Parisian life and man- 
ners, the French capital is destined 
ere long to lose its renown in the mat- 
ter of feminine dress, since the French- 
woman's costume is rapidly approacb- 
Ipg the convenience and hygienic char- 
acter of masculine attire, says the 
Paris correspondent of the Chicago 
Record-Herald. M. Uzanne, who has 
made a close study of the gradual evo- 
lution of French modes, declares in an 
article that has Just appeared in the 
Eevue Contemporaine that before ten 
years have elapsed rigidly short skirts 
will become the fashion on all occa- 
sions, while corsets will ere long be 
abandoned and the custom of wearing 
veils prohibited by the health depart- 
ment 


Frenchwomen's 
clubs indignantly 


try to refute the conclusions of the 
critic, who, speaking to The Record- 
Herald correspondent, further develop- 
ed his convictions as follows: 


"It has been practically proved that 


many women's diseases originate from 
the custom of wearing long skirts that 
sweep the dust and collect maliferous 
germs, insuring their later lodgment in 
the body. 


"The evils resulting from corsets are 


too familiar to need emphasizing. The 
modern corset Is a tyrant imposed by 
bad taste and causing terrible disor- 
ders. Its fatal operations nre therefore 
bound to give place to the beneficial 
aid of supple physiological belts that 
will conform to the respiratory move- 
ments, permit of bodily development 
and allow the normal action of the 
gastronomic functions. 


"The health boards are going to for- 


bid absolntely tiie use of veils that de- 
stroy or harm the sight, interfere with 
proper breathing and offer haven to 
noxious bacilli. 


"Many signs show that these reforms 


are already in the air. Paris cou- 
turieres report that Frenchwomen de- 
mand more and more every day 'hy- 
gienic outfits.' 
It is principally for- 


eign customers from England and the 
United States Who still demand clothes 
made in the old, unhealthy fashion." 


Parallel to his study of the develop- 


ment of costume M. Uzanne is investi- 
gating tbe reports of the French boards 
of health, which, be declares, are pre- 
pared to urge and if necessary insist 
on the modification of female dress for 
the sake of the coming generation. 


"Heretofore," he continued, "the mat- 


ter of dress reform has been left to the 
Initiative of women, but so little has 
been accomplished that the day would 
have been long distant when laws 
would be made on the subject. Now it 
is safe to say that not later than 1020 
Frenchwomen and therefore the wo- 
meri of the whole world will forsake 
the dress abuses which are tending to 
ruin the race of mankind."

Origin of Roys.1 Purple. 


There will be plenty of Tyrian purple 


at the coronation of King Edward, as 
all the crowned heads will wear it. The 
dye comes from a small flsb, and gnly a 
single drop of it is obtained from each 
animal. In the reign of Augustus a 
pound of wool subjected to tlae dyeing I 
process sold for about $150 m our 
money. A Mr. Cole of Bristol, England, 
heard from two ladies residing at Mine- 
head that a man living: on tbe coast of 
Ireland made his living by marking in 
a brilliant purple tbe fine linen which 
ladies and gentlemen of the court sent 
to him for the purpose, the dye being a 
substance taken from a shellfish. He 
went immediately to the place, obtain- 
ed some of the fish from the seaman 
and after many unsuccessful attempts 
finally succeeded in reproducing tlio 
imperial purple. The fluid was extract- 
ed from a white vein lying in a little 
furrow npar the head of the fish, the 
vein being laid open with a needle. The 
rtaln given by this animal fluid is said 
to be indelibly, bidding; defiance to ev- 
ery chemical process for removing 
stains. Ordlrary purple is obtained 
from vegetable and mineral sources.

at 6.15 o'clock at his home on Ash- 
land street, aged 64 years. He had been 
sick for a long time a_nd his condition 
for 
sometime 
past had been such j 


that 
his death was not unexpected. ! 


He had a. severe attack of the grip 
last winter, and after rallying from 
] 


this he went with his wife to Florida 
the latter part of January in the hope 
that the climate there would restore 
him to sound heatlh, but in this he 
was disappointed. 
He was sick con- 


siderable of the time while there and 
•was in p'oor condition when he return- 
ed home about April 1. He was Q»it 
attending to his business for a short 
time after returning from the south, 
b'ut was then taken worse and
